New York, Jan. 24.—A spccinl cable tc 
n local pairer says: All the Americans 
except Hammond have been liberated 
on parole in Pretoria. . 

Han Francisco. Jan. 24.—The Exam¬ 
iner has received the follow big telegram 
from President Kruger in reply to a 
message requesting information us to 
the status of the Auiericau milling men 
now imprisoned at Pretoria for alleged 
imrticipntion In the uprising of the UU- 
landers: 

“Everything is qniet at present. The 
Americans are iu no danger whatever. 
They enjo.v the full protection of law. 
like any foreigners: therefore there is 
no need of protection from the outside 
against any illegal or revolutionary 
measures. Even if such protection 
against revolutionists were necessary, 
which is not so, the Americans are cap¬ 
able of taking rare of themselves. The 
government regret# deeply Ihul, whih* 
almost all of the Americans took the 
Hide of law and order, a very few of 
them hav** joined the revolutionary un¬ 
called reform committee. TTiese, to¬ 
gether with a majority, mostly British, 
wilt l>e tried according to law. and jus¬ 
tice will be done all concerned without 
respect to nationality.”

Morrison, of this city, representing the 
first mortgage bond holders of tbe 
Union Pacific railroad, whose holdings 
amount to more than $6,000,000, is en- 
dcavoting to secure th# eo-opefStkm of 
the government with the interests for 
which he l* working to take possession 
of the road and re-organi«e it- A MB' 
will hi* brought before emigres# provid¬ 
ing for the appointment of three gov¬ 
ernment commissioners who shall se¬ 
cure the ro-oporation of all other credit¬ 
ors they can enlist to bring about a 
forcclosnre and buy the road.
